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REMARKS 

It is respectfully requested that the information and documents listed in this 
Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement be considered by the Examiner in this 
patent application and made of record therein. 

Applicant makes this supplemental IDS, in order to bring to the attention of the 
USPTO additional information. Applicant points out that examination of a corresponding 
foreign Taiwanese patent application by the Taiwanese patent office resulted in the 
following information relating to two Japanese patents, both of which were previously 
cited to the USPTO by Applicant in Applicant's initial IDS filed October 3, 2005. 

(1) After Examination, the examiner has the following comments: 

* * * 

(c) The subject matter of Claim 1 is a device for electrolytically 
treating an at least superficially electrically conducting work 
piece having substantially opposing side edges. It is found 
that prior art references (1. JP2000199099 and 2. 
JP62222081) have also disclosed means recited by Claim 1, 
i.e., contact strips (5), for example, the abstract (underlined 
portion) of prior art reference 1 and the abstract (underline 
portion) and Figs. 7-9 (elements 7D, 7E and 6A). After a 
PCB board is clipped, side edges of the board can be 
electrically contacted as well. It is required to make a 
comparison and explain why the subject application has an 
inventive step. In addition, according to the current 
disclosure of the subject application, connection relations 
between elements are not clearly defined. Claim 3 should be 
incorporated into Claim 1 to explain the connection way (or 
relations) of strips and frames. 
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If the Examiner requires further information regarding any of the references the 
Examiner is invited to contact the Applicant's undersigned representative. 

No fee is believed to be required, as there has not yet been an office action and this 
information is being submitted within three months of the date of the corresponding office 
action in the Taiwanese case (which is May 15, 2007).
